He wns armed 
with hatchets an-J nxes and carried 
ropes and boards. The boards he ex- 
pected to use to make a landing .from 
the cage into the mine gallery. 


Paul quickly completed his mission 


and came to the surface, where he wns 
joined by George H. Rice and R. Y. 
Williams for the second descent. All 
left/letters to be mailed to their fam- 
ilies In case of death. They intended 
to make a desperate effort to ascer- 
tain conditions in the fatal

ceed at once to Port Llmon to observe 
and report the situation at that point 
by wireless. 


The meeting between President Taft 


and the new minister from Nicaragua 
has been indefinitely 'postponed. 


Exaeution Follows Fast. 


The news as to the two -Americana 


reached the state department last night 
from the consulate at Managua and 
stated that their capture had been fol- 
lowed almost immediately by a death 
sentence. The consul immediately ap- 
pealed to President Zelaya to com- 
mute their sentences and his answer 
was, "I will see." 
Later, on further 


appeal, Zelaya said that the sentence 
was final.' A dispatch received this 
morning at the state department Is to 
the effect that the men have undoubt- 
edly been executed. Upon 'this infor- 
mation the secretary of state asked 
the secretary of tlje navy to order the 
Vlcksburg to proceed in all haste to 
Corlnto for the purpose of protecting 
Americans and 
American 
Interests. 


The Des Molnes was also ordered to 
proceed to Port Llmon at top speed 
for the same purpose. These vessels' 
will be in constant communication by 
wireless with the state 
deportment. 


The Des Molnes is now at Colon, about 
150 miles from Port Llmon, which'she 
can reach 'within ten hours, steaming 
under forced draught. Trie Vlcksburg 
is on the Pacific 'coast at San Jose de 
Guatemala,1 nearly 200 miles from the 
Nicaraguan-coast, and will be able to 
reach Coririto at-about the-, same time 
the.Des Moln'es'arrives at Port Limoril

New York, Nov. 18.—Further light 


on the grip which the sugar trust had 
on the New York customs service was 
thrown yesterday In a statement made 
by Henry C. Corsa. a former govern- 
ment sampler at the American Sugar 
Refining company's docks .In Jersey 
City. 


Corsa was discharged from the gov- 


ernment service seven years ago by. 
reason, as he believes, of his efforts 
to obtain an investigation of the frauds 
charged against the company and va- 
rious customs employes and officials. 
In a lengthy Interview yesterday he 
reviews the obstacles he met and re- 
cites experience similar in many re- 
spects to those of Richard Parr and 
Edwin Anderson, each of whom as- 
serts he was the original exposer of 
corruption in the customs house. 


Loses Job for Revealing Fraud. 


Wilbur F. Wakeman, a former ap- 


praiser, brought Corsa's name into the 
case some time ago, when he attested 
to the fact- of the man's discharge 
after, he had brought to the govern- 
ment's attention convincing evidence of 
graft "which, Corsa says, was success- 
fully pigeonholed after he was ousted. 


His efforts to obtain reinstatement, 


Corsa adds, vwere- aided from time to 
time by Leslie M. Shaw, then secretary 
of the treasury; Charles H. Treat, then 
collector of internal revenue, and by 
several representatives and by other 
government officials. 
None of them, 


he declares, wa sable to overcome the 
Influence of the trust or to get for him 
the indorsement of George Whitehead, 
wbo succeeded "Wakeman as appraiser. 


Corsa yesterday declared that he 


went to Washington to present his 
case to Secretary Shaw, and the lat- 
ter, he asserted, after a long confer- 
ence, said: 


"I'll see that you are put back,

praised. As a part of his evidence he 
turned over to his superiors the money 
given him as a bribe. 


Richard Parr, still a deputy surveyor 


of the port, said yesterday that recent 
Investigations have shown that one. 
man in every five among the employes 
in the weigher's division of the New 
York custom house has been found 
implicated in the frauds or is "under 
suspicion of the most positive char- 
acter." 


The conviction that a speedy Investi-

Retired Army Officer Went 


to West Point in 1850 


from Fort Wayne. 


Brigadier General J. D.. Bingham, U. 


S. A., retired, who was appointed to 
West Point from Fort Wayne In I860, 
died Wednesday at his home in Phila- 
delphia at the ase of 78 years. News 
of his death was received 'in the city 
last evening by Mrs. C. G. Guild, a 
niece of the dead officer. 


General Bingham was the 
son of 


Rev. Bingham, one of the pioneer cler- 
gymen, of Allen county, who came from 
New York state at an early day and 
settled in Eel River township. 
The 


young man was one of the pupils at 
the famous old McJunkin school In 
Fort 
Wayne 
many years ago, ana 


later was appointed a cadet at 
the 


West Point military academy, gradu- 
ating from that institution, and taking 
up a long and honorable military ca- 
reer in the regular army. 


•, During his military 'service he was 
stationed at many of tho army posts 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and 
when he reached the age of retirement 
about fifteen years ago he was quar- 
ter-master general of the department 
of the lake's, with headquarters at Chi- 
cago. 


Since his retirement General Bing- 


ham has spent his winters in Phila- 
delphia and his summers in Canada. 
He Is survived by the widow nnd three 
sons, one of whom is now an officer in 
the regular army and Is serving in the 


country, and io of far reaching conse- 
quences in many directions.

Labor Leader Says Jail is 


Not Going to Hake 


Give Up Rights. 


Toronto. Ont., Nov. IS.—With the 


declaration that he would continue to 
bestow his patronage where he chose 
and exercise his constitutional right or 
free 
speech 
regardless 
of 
conse- 


quences, John Mitchell, former presi- 
dent of the 
United 
Mine Workers, 


yesterday threw the convention of the 
American Federation of Labor into a 
scene of the wildest enthusiasm. The 
labor leader, in 
the most dramatic 


speech that has yet been heard on the 
floor, disclaimed any Intention of ap- 
pearing defiant, but there was a. defi- 
ance In his tone as he declared that 
after he was ^released from jail he 
would still refuse to buy the products 
of the Bucks Stove and Range com- 
pany and that he still would proclaim 
to the world that he did not bestow 
his patronage on that concern. 


Combined with the tone of defiance, 


in his voice was a touch of pathos 
which drew tears to the eyes of many 
of 'the delegates as the former miners' 
idol told the story of his early boy- 
hood. 
In a simple, straightforward 


manner he related how as a boy he 
crept out of bed and took his father's 
soldier coat to protect him from the 
cold and that he was proud of the 
fact that he was an American. 


Will Continue Boycott. 


The dramatic speech of Mr. Mitchell 


was drawn out by the report of the 
committee on labels and boycotts, 
which declared that organized labor 
when oppressed and unable to obtain 
relief In any other way would continue 
to boycott In spite of court decisions. 
The report held that labor had a right 
to boycott and that when an employ- 
er has determined to exploit women 
and children and no appeal to his con- 
science will move him. the proper 
course to pursue is to boycott him. 


The convention received the report 


with cheers 
and cries 
o£ "Mitchell" 


came from all parts of the hall. Presi- 
dent Gompers was not present at the 
time. As Mr. Mitchell took the floor 
he said he realized that every state- 
ment he made would be closely scru- 
tinized, but that he was determined 
that the people of the country should 
•know just 
where he stood 
on the 


question. • 


"I want the people of the United 


States to-know my position," he said. 
•"I shall not speak defiantly, but, bo 
the consequences what they will, I 
shall not surrender any right guaran- 
teed to'me by the constitution of our 
country. 
I am not sure how much 


mental and physical suffering will be 
necessary to make me submit, but, if 
I 'know' myself,- not any amount of 
suffering will persuade me that I have 
not the right, to spend money where I 
please or that I have not the right to 
write and speak as I please,'being re- 
sponsible under the law for my.\cts. 


Must Fight to ih« End. 


"Whether the boycott be a-benefit or 


a detriment each man'' must decide, 
where he will bestow his patronage.1 
I maintain that my patronage is my 
own, and no merchant has a property 
right to it .It is mine to give or be- 
stow a» suits my own pleasure, and 
any, attempt through the subtleties of 
of the law to take from men the abso- 
lute'right to do what they' please with 
their own money must be opposed to 
the very limit. 


"I understand that cognizance is be- 


ing taken at Washington to the utter- 
ances of men on the floor of this con- 
vention, and I want clearly to state 
my position. I propose in the future, 
as I have in the past, to exercise tha 
rights secured to me by the fathers' 
of my country; and I propose, if I 
am sent to jail, to declare again when 
I come out that'I shall not for myself 
purchase any product of the. Buck's 
Stove and Range company. 
I make 


this, declaration, not to .tickle the ear 
of any man but that I'may publicly 
declare the conviction that Is within 
me. 


"It seems to me that the whole pro- 


ceedings-should prove a lasting lesson 
'to the workingmen 
of 
the 
United 


States and Canada. It all the work- 
ingmen had been true to themselves, 
there would not have been a non-union 
product on the market. 


Disdains Consequences. 


"I repeat that so far as -I am con- 


cerned, and let the consequences be 
what they may, I intend while at lib- 
erty .to declare for the rights guaran- 
teed to me by the organic laws of my 
country. I am proud of being 
an 


American." 
' Mr. Mitchell then said he had grown 
.up as. an American with a stepmother 
•so poor that she could not buy bread, 
and related how he had crept out of 
bed at night to get his farther'* soldier 
coat to keep him warm. 


"But I want to see the word Am«r- 


ican stand for all the sentiment that 
Is symbolized by the flag of our coun- 
try." he continued, "I want real lib- 
erty. I don't believe In the 
liberty 


enunciated by some of our courts that 
men and women should have the right 
to work themselves to death. I don't 
believe'in the liberty enunciated by 
Judge Tnthlll, of Chicago, who 
de- 


clared unconstitutional the 
ten-hour 


law for women, by that act compelling 
them to work fourteen hours a day." 


Must Work In Concert. 


Mr. Mitchell said .he believed ; that 


present proceedings would bring home 
to the people the necessity of working 
in concert. 'Is the- time going to come 
on our continent when the badge of 
faithfulness to labor must be the brand 
of imprisonment?" he said, in conclu- 
sion. "Surely I hope not. I hope that 
the government may be so conducted 
that no citizen may feel that he has 
not been given justice and an equal 
right, with every other citizen."
